It Is wronjr to appropriate money to be 
expended by any Irresponsible or/ranlintlon or any number of Individuals 
while we Iiavo an official body whose duty It la to attend to this particular 
matter. To expend money In this way for any purpose would establish .1 
precedent under which varlouj other schemes may draw upon the public 
treasury. We ha%fe a board of health and If It Is not competent to take charfro 
of this matter and combat the. Inroads of tuberculosis It should be removed. 
It Is th« board of health that will nave to flKht the disease anyhow, nnd If 
any money be. appropriated for the purpose the board In all fairness should 
get It.
